The lads were sent out to find 
transport, while Koc and Matus- 
zewski worked out possible routes 
to th¢ Rumanian frontier, The 
search for transport seemed hopce- 
less, Every available bus or lorry 
had been commandeered for war 
purposes or for evacuntion. Only

buses, which nobody had thought 
worth removing from the garages, 
could be begged, borrowed, or 
stolen. 

By the time these five wrecks 
had lumbered up to the banic-the 
two leaders had decided that the 
best plan was for the convoy to sct’ 
out eastward for ‘Brest-Litovsk, 
then strilce southward for the fron- 
tier, : :

ALL that night and the next 
night the buses lumbered op over 
shell-pitted roads and through 
bomb-torn villages.

Whatever may have been the

In Oct. 1932, he became the lender 
of the Labour party, not only in the 
Commons, but in the ‘country, 
Arthur Henderson having resigned 
the post after his defeat at the polls, 
His attitude to religion was exempli- 
fied in 1931 when he was taken to 
task by Lord Brentford for mixing 
politics and Christianity. He replied 
that, if politics, business and life 
generally were so rotten that Chris- 
tlanity could have no part in. them, 
there must -be something terribly 
wrong with one or the other.

Rejects Alliance 
In reply to Sir H. Samuel's sug~ 
gestion for Liberal-Lubour co-operu- 
tion Lansbury said the Liberals were 
anti-Socialist and there could be no 
question of an allinnce with them. 
By June 1934, he had recovered from 
his accident and resumed his politleal 
activities. : 
When the Labour. party decided to 
suppurt military sanctions against 
Italy as a sequel to her invasion of 
Abyssinia, Lansbury, who was 
strongly opposed to the use of force 
by the League, or anyone else, re- 
slyned the Jeadership of the party in 
October 1035, belng succeeded ‘by 
Major Attlee. He had shown him- 
self to be a reasonable and practical 
statesman and was esteemed for his 
humanity and honesty of purpose. 
Lansbury then began a cumpaign 
to bring about a world conference 
for the removal of the causes of war, 
In the course of this he visited 
the heads of the Governments of the 
United States, Germany, France, 
Belgium, Norway, Sweden and’ Den- 
mark, Jn Berlln lie had a long talle 
with Hitler who told him that Ger- 


many would be very willing to 
attend. a conference and take part 
in a united effort to establish 
economic co-operation and = mutual 
understanding between the nations 
of the world, if President Roosevelt 
or the head of another great country 
would take the lead In calling such 
a conference. 

All the other statesmen he had 
seen, sald Lansbury, appeared to be 
willing to join in, an effort towards 
peace. While in’ the United States 
he made 43 speeches and 0 broad- 
casts. In the Commons he moved a 
resolution in favour of hls proposed 
conference, but -Lord _Cranborne 
slated that, while the Government 
was largely in agreement. with the 
resolution, It felt thot the tlme was 
not ripe for another conference. In 
May, 1937, Lansbury stated that he 
proposed to have a talic with Musso- 
Hni in the summer. 

In his book “My England" he set 
forth his dreams of reform and des- 
cribed how he would carry them out, 
No nonsense, -ho said, would be 
tolernted from. the House of Lords, 
Fascists or bankers. In an article 
pubilshed in 1934 he revenied that 
the Labour Government of 1924 had 
a plan to crush, the’ rallway strike arid 
that no strikes wore to be allowed 
under Socialism. oo
